Leagu e lead ers are insisting on the Re­ 
pu blicans keeping the repeal in the 
committee. They are afraid to permit 
it to reach the floor. 
Senator Fleming of Fort Way ne said 
that he has ju st entered the fight and 
that he is su re the repeal bill will win. 
Senators Fleming, Proctor, Du rre and 
others were prepared tod ay to intro­ 
d u ce a resolu tion to compel Senator 
Mattingly to report the bill when it 
was annou nced that a meeting of the 
morals committee will be held tonight. 
Haniy as a Facto r. 
That J. Frank Hanly , former gov er­ 
nor, will be a cand id ate for United 
States senator in the Repu blican cau ­ 
cu s two y ears hence in case the cou nty 
option law is repealed by this session 
of the legislatu re, is the opinion of a 
nu mber of members of the legislatu re 
who are fam iliar with Ind iana politics. 
The argu m ent is mad e that the re­ 
peal of the option law will giv e Mr. 
Hanly the working m aterial which he 
wou ld wish in su ch a race. The repeal 
of the option law wou ld pu t the option 
q u estion back into politics, and it is 
pointed ou t that this q u estion in poli­ 
tics, Mr. Hanly wou ld hav e all the 
thu nd er he wished for a speaking tou r 
of the state. 
It is ad mitted also that 
he has great power as a speaker.

It is rep orted that some of the b u s­ 


iness men of Ru shv ille are making the 
assertion that Ru shv ille mu st hav e 


saloons to get the farm ers to come to 
town. 
Su ch assertions as these are 
a slantier on the moral and law- 
ab idng fanners of Ru sh cou nty . 
A few y ears ago some of these 
same men who are now adv ocating 
the cau se of the saloons were then 
op p osing, as strongly as they dared, 
the p rop osition of free ru ral mail de­ 
liv ery on the grou nd that it wTou ld 
keep the fanners from coming to 
town. 
When we consider these two facts, 
it throws mu ch light on the q u estion 
of who are the enemies of tru e moral 
p rogress and p rosp erity in Ru shv ille. 
I find the fanners ov en the cou nty 
are mu ch interested in knowing ju st 
who these b u siness men are who are 
against the b est interests of ou r com­ 
mu nity . 
1 hav e met and talked with fanners 
from all p arts of the cou nty , and men 
whom I had nev er met b efore, and 
who cou ld not hav e known how 1

months than ev er b efore in a similar 
p eriod. 
There has b een less b eer 
and the lighter drinks that do not in­ 
tox icate, b u t more whiskey . Confirm­ 
ed drinkers who are in the hab it of b e­ 
coming intox icated, seem to hav e no 
trou b le in p rocu ring all the stu ff they 
desire. 
Mu ch of the whiskey is sold 
legally and a lot of it illegally b y 
‘b ootleggers’ and the like. Su ch b u s­ 
iness makes liars and hy p ocrites of 
men and accu stoms them to a disre­ 
gard and disresp ect of the law.” 
Under the dry cou nty sy stem, it 
wou ld take a mu ltitu de of p olice of­ 
ficers to keep the b lind tigers u nder 
fair control, let alone try ing to stamp 
them ou t entirely . 
If Ru sh cou nty 
goes dry , we will find the b lind tiger 
sneaking b ack into the smaller towns, 
and into the ru ral districts. 
They 
will b e there, b ecau se there is a de­ 
mand for liq u or, a demand which to­ 
day is su p p lied b y the licensed, or­ 
derly , 
well-regu lated 
op en 
saloon. 
Under 
the p resent 
sy stem, if the 
p eop le of the small town or township 
do not desire a saloon in their v icin­ 
ity , they hav e a right to p u t it ou t of 
b u siness b y the u se of the remonst­ 
rance. The cou nty op tion law leav es 
the Moore remonstrance law effectiv e. 
If Ru sh cou nty v otes wet, it does not 


mean that a saloon can b e estab lished 
in any p art of the cou nty contrary to 
the wishes of the p eop le. 
It does 
mean that the liq u or b u siness shall b e 
condu cted op enly and ab ov e b oard, 
and that whenev er any saloon keep er 
b ecomes ob nox iou s to the neighb or­ 
hood, he can b e p at ou t of b u siness 
b y the u se of the remonstrance. Bu t 
the p eop le of the cou nty cou ld re­ 
m onstrate against the b lind tiger u n­ 
til they were b lack in the face. They

More than thirty 
b uildings were destroyed, b urned or 
b adly damaged, and prob ab ly a score 
of persons injured, half that numb er 
seriously. 
By heroic work the police 
prevented actual loss of life. 
The Immediate cause of the troub le 
was the killing on Friday night of 
Policeman Edward Lowery b y John 
Masuredes, a Greek, whom the officer 
had placed under arrest. On Saturday 
a petition was circulated in South 
Omaha and signed b y hundreds of cit­ 
izens, setting forth that a large num­ 
b er of Greek residents of the place 
were of the undesirab le class, and call­ 
ing a mass meeting at the city hall for 
Sunday afternoon to discuss methods 
of ridding the city of them. 
More than a thousand men attended 
the meeting which was addressed b y 
men of prominence, Including two

Some of the speeches were calculated 
to Inflame the passions of the more 
ex citab le, and when the meeting ended 
a large portion of the crowd started 
out with the Intention of putting Into 
effect the suggestion of the speakers 
fn the most summary manner.

Marshall has vetoed the Linton, Ham­ 
mond and Gary court b ills and thereb y 
caused the b iggest sensation in the , 
legislature that he has caused since j 
the session b egan. 
Incidentally he j 
also vetoed the Senator Royse b ill for i 
separate circuit courts in Clay and 
Owen counties. This is the first time 
j 
that the governor has ex ercised his j 
right to ex press ex ecutive disapproval 
of measures passed b y the legislature. 
"What will the governor do to the 
Linton b ill?” was prob ab ly the most I 
frequent query heard in the state 
b ouse after it and the other two court 
b ills passed the house last week. The 
question has now b ecome, "What w ill! 
the legislature do to the veto?” 
and 
this questioned is answered in two 
ways. 
For his b ill, Senator Blaud 
says it will b e passed readily over the 
veto and that the governor anticipated 
such action. Inquiry among memb ers, 
however, does not confirm Senator 
Bland’s b elief. 
Many who voted for 
his b ill and for the other court b ills i 
declared positively this morning that 
j 
they would not vote to pass the b ill 
j 
over the veto. 


W e re Hoping For a Ve to. 
"I voted for the b ill and I’ve b een 
hoping to the Lord that the governor 
would veto it,” said one memb er. 
“I 
know of a dozen that feel the same 
j 
way. 
We’ll never pass it again over 
j 
his veto.” 
As for the governor, he suggests In { 
his veto message that It will take b ut 
a moment to overrule his ob jections, 
if the house and senate feel that they 
should and that he will not regard it 
as a personal disapproval of his ex ecu­ 
tive acts. 
With regard to Senator 
Bland, he said that he had eliminated 
all the charges of "log-rolling” in 
reaching his decision. 
He was con­ 
vinced, he said, that it was simply a 
controversy b etween cities. 
Senator Bland issued a declaration 
of war in an interview following the 
reading of the veto message. 
“The 
fight has just b egun,” he said. "I was 
not unprepared for this contingency, 
though, frankly, I did not ex pect it. 
The senate will pass the b ill again 
readily and so will the house. 
I b e­ 
lieve the governor anticipated as much 
in his message.” 
Later, however, Senator Bland In­ 
timated strongly that he would not at­ 
tempt to pass the Linton b ill over the 
veto of the governor. 
"I have made 
my fight and have won,” he said. 
"I 
can’t b e the whole legislature, and 
don’t want to b e.” By saying that he 
had made his fight and had won, Sen­ 
ator Bland meant that he had suc­ 
ceeded in getting his b ill through b oth 
houses. 
____ 


Memb ers cf the clerical force in the 
house have had the unpleasant fact 
driven home to them that the state of 
Indiana, as far as clerks to the legisla­ 
ture are concerned, “ex pects every 
man to do his duty,” and that that 
duty does not permit a clerk to lay 
down his pen whenever he wishes to 
hike off to a matinee, or to show a vis­ 
iting friend ab out the state house. It 
took a lot of argument on the part of 
Utilities Clerk Crawley and a lot of 
strict orders on the part of Speaker 
Honan to convince the clerks that they 
could either do what they were told to 
do when they were told to do it, or 
pack their grips and hie themselves 
b ack home, b ut in the end matinees 
were cut out, visiting friends were 
left to themselves to find the state 
museum and the stairway to the dome, 
while sundry clerks b ent industriously 
over b ills on the margins of which 
was penciled “rush.”
